We  cannot  understand  anyone  not  having  a 
water  garden  of  some  type,  considering  the  small 
cost  and  the  little  attention  that  is  required  to 
receive  such  a  liberal  reward.  Should  your 
grounds  not  be  able  to  accomodate  a  large  or 
small  pool,  it  surely  can  have  a  tub  garden.  Why, 
we  have  letters  telling  of  having  tub  gardens 
thriving  wonderfully  on  balconies  and  in  sun  par¬ 
lors.  We  do  not  recommend  this,  as  only  the 
best  results  can  be  obtained  when  the  tub  is 
sunk  in  the  ground. 


requisites: 


All  that  is  required  are  three  requisites, 
ruiet  water,  ooen  sunshine  and  rich  soil. 
Your  reward  is  a  splurge  of  colors  and 
delicacy  of  perfume,  at  a  small  expense 
and  little  trouble. 


IS  IT  EXPENSIVE? 

It  has  been  the  common  expression  that 
waterlilies  and  ponds  are  very  expensive. 
This  you  can  disprove  yourself.  Once  you 
have  the  pool  it  does  not  have  to  be  re¬ 
placed  year  after  year,  as  in  the  case  of 
land  plants.  Water  lilies  can  be  left  in 
the  pond  over  winter  provided  you  cover 
the  pool  with  boards  and  then  heap  hay  or 
straw  on  top.  Of  course  in  the  section 
where  severe  freezes  occur,  it  is  best  to 
take  up  the  tubers  and  keep  them  in  the 
cellar.  Do  not  allow  the  tubers  to  dry  out. 
Let  them  stay  in  the  box  or  pot. 


HOW  TO  BUILD  IT 

Would  you  like  to  build  a  pool  yourself 
very  cheap?  Try  this.  Dig  a  hollow  with 
sloping  sides  toward  the  center  so  that  it 
will  be  about  two  feet  deep  in  the  middle. 
Order  some  sand  and  cement.  Make  a  mix¬ 
ture  of  one  part  cement  and  two  parts 
sand.  Smooth  this  into  the  hollow,  direct¬ 
ly  on  the  bare  ground,  make  about  one  to 
two  inches  thick.  Allow  to  dry  thorough¬ 
ly.  Fill  with  water  and  let  stay  for  two 
days,  drain  and  repeat  this  operation  and 
it  would  be  a  good  idea  to  do  this  a  second 
time.  Get  two  cheap  goldfish  and  place  in 
this  second  filling,  if  the  fish  live  the  pond 
is  now  ready  for  planting.  If  the  fish  die, 
keep  changing  the  water  until  fish  will 
live  in  the  pool.  Simple  isn’t  it,  why  it 
is  great  fun  building  your  own  water  gar¬ 
den.  You  do  not  know  what  you  have  been 
niissing  until  you  try  it.  Are  you  going  to 
wait  and  let  your  friends  beat  you  to  it. 


PLANTING 

Plant  the  tubers  so  that  the  crown  is 
even  with  the  soil.  They  grow  best  in 
about  four  to  twelve  inches  of  water.  Hardy 
water  lilies  can  be  planted  in  most  locali¬ 
ties  after  April  1st.  Trooical  waterlilies 
cannot  be  planted  until  dfter  June  1st. 


SOIL 

As  to  the  soil,  obtain  some  good  rich 
garden  soil  and  to  improve  it  get  some 
commercial  fertilizer  and  follow  the  direc¬ 
tions  as  to  what  quantity  to  use. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

You  may  be  troubled  with  an  insect  call¬ 
ed  aphis,  they  are  small  ant-like  bugs  of 
green  and  brown.  Merely  take  a  hose  and 
wash  them  off  the  leaves.  It  is  best  to 
have  some  scavengers  such  as  water  snails 
to  help  keep  the  pond  clean  and  they  also 
eat  the  unsightly  algae.  A  few  fish  added 
to  the  pool  will  keep  the  mosquitoes  in 
check. 


FINALE 


It  is  so  simple  and  so  little  trouble  that 
you  have  no  excuse  for  not  enjoying  this 
phase  of  gardening.  There  is 
an  old  saying  that  beauty 
cannot  be  bought.  Therefore, 
it  is  up  to  you  and  your 
ideas  to  create  this  much  de¬ 
sired  beauty  that  only  a  wa¬ 
ter  garden  can  offer.  The 
charm  of  the  tropics  is  yours, 
regardless  of  how  much  space 
you  have.  Why  wait,  event¬ 
ually  you  will  have  a  water 
garden.

It  is  utterly  impossible  to  balance  an  aquarium  without  sufficient  water  plants. 
By  balanced  we  mean,  that  once  set  up  it  no  longer  needs  attention.  The  water  never 
needs  to  be  changed.  You  doubt  this.  We  have  aquariums  that  have  not  been  touched 
in  two  years,  other  than  adding  water  to  take  up  the  evaporation. 

We  cannot  think  of  anything  so  beautiful  as  an  indoor  aquarium  well  planted  with 
fish  lazily  swimming  to  and  fro,  in  and  out  the  plants.  Think,  on  a  cold  and  wintery 
evening  and  snow  without,  you  looking  into  a  midsummer  effect,  the  delightful  green 
plants,  when  everything  is  dead  and  covered  with  snow.  Those  who  are  wise  to 
this  end  of  the  water  gardening,  know  what  it  is  to  sit  and  look  into  a  well  planted 
tank  and  dream,  dream  of  everything  and  by  the  hour.  Nothing  in  the  world  can  fasci¬ 
nate  you  as  this  can  This  old  world  is  full  of  wonderful  things  and  this  is  one  that 
is  too  inexpensive  to  overlook. 

The  water  plants  are  offered  in  several  groups,  namely;  submerged  rooted,  sub¬ 
merged  floating  and  surface  floating.  The  plants  of  the  submerged  rooted  class  should 
be  planted  in  the  sand.  They  will  take  root  and  flourish  beyond  your  hopes.  They 
are  easy  to  grow  and  absolutely  require  no  attention  once  planted.  You  will  have  to 
keep  watch  that  they  do  not  multiply  too  fast,  and  when  they  do  become  crowded, 
weed  them  out,  give  them  away  or  sell  them.  The  submerged  floating  are  just  placed 
in  the  water  and  they  will  float  near  the  surface.  These  plants  are  very  important 
for  breeding  fish.  The  mother  will  spawn  her  young  in  them  and  the  young  will  hide 
from  the  larger  fish.  They  are  all  wonderful  oxygenerators  and  very  ornamental.  The 
plants  of  the  surface  floating  class  float  right  on  top  of  the  water.  These  plants  are 
purely  ornamental,  also  the  roots  afford  good  hiding  places  too.  You  will  not  find  a 
well  planted  aquarium  without  some  of  these.

We  wish  to  warn  you  against  the  usage  of  ornaments,  such  as  castles,  shells, 
pebbles,  gravel  and  very  course  sand.  The  use  of  these  allow  uneaten  food  to  lodge 
where  the  water  snails  can  not  get.  The  result  is  milky  white  water  and  will  throw 
the  aquarium  out  of  balance.  Water  snails  are  very  important.  They  will  eat  any 
and  all  left  over  food,  decomposed  matter  and  in  addition  will  keep  the  plants  clean, 
bright  and  green.  The  glass  sides  will  also  be  kept  free  of  dirt  and  green  algae.  We 
do  not  advise  the  addition  of  tadpoles.  In  plain  words  they  are  a  nuisance,  keeping 
the  water  disturbed  and  uprooting  the  plants.  In  other  words  they  make  things  a 
general  mess  and  will  make  the  fish  nervous.  Newts  or  Salamanders  are  very  odd 
and  unusual.  They  make  fine  pets  and  are  very  graceful. 

It  is  best  that  an  aquarium  be  placed  near  a  window  with  a  southern  exposure  and 
so  it  will  receive  a  few  hours  of  sunlite.  The  aquariums  can  be  purchased  from  pet 
shops  or  tropical  fish  dealers.  We  do  not  handle  them. 

And  last  but  not  least,  use  sand  in  the  bottom  of  the  aquarium  about  two  or  three 
inches  thick.  For  best  results,  place  in  the  very  bottom  a  thin  layer  of  rich  garden 
soil  and  cover  with  the  sand.
